Couple File Suit In 
Property Transaction 


W. P. and Buelah Pitt- 


senbarger, through their at- 
torney, filed a two part suit in 
Superior Court to recover 
$63,000 from a Richfield Realtor. 


The Pittsenbargers seek to 


recover $48,000 they claim they 
lost through fraud by A. Wayne 
Perry, a Realtor who handled a 
land swap for the plaintiffs. 


According to the first com- 


plaint, Perry encouraged the 
Pittsenbargers to trade several 
houses the couple owned in 
Corning for a Redding motel. 
Perry allegedly told the Pitt- 
senbargers that he could 
arrange financing for the three- 
times mortgaged El Rancho 
Motel. The land swap was 
between Pittsenbarger and the 
second mortgage holder. 


The 
financing 
failed 
to 


materialize and Pittsenbarger 
lost the motel when the new 
owner of Pittsenbarjjer's Cor- 


ning property — the second 
mortgage holder — foreclosed. 
The Corning building contractor 
was then left without houses in 
Corning, or motel in Redding. 


The second complaint con- 


tends that Perry represented to 
the Pittsenbargers that the 
Battaglia Ranch west of Corning 
could be bought at a bargain 
price. 


The Realtor allegedly told the 


plaintiffs that there was a $2,000 
crop in the ground and when the 
crop was harvested, the Pitt- 
senbargers could plant alfalfa. 
The hay would net the couple 
$300 to $400 an acre, the suit 
contends the defendant told the 
Pittsenbargers. 


The land, according to the 


plaintiffs, wasn't suitable for the 
alfalfa crop. 


The Pittsenbargers seek 


$15,000 damages in the second 
complaint.

cupancy" in the primary and 
secondary flood areas; farm 
dwellings, including mobile 
homes in land zoned "open 
space;" mobile homes or travel 
trailers in agriculture-forest 
areas. 


Definitions are given for 


mobile homes, trailer coach, 
travel trailer, trailer court and 
mobile home park. 


Under the new ordinance, a 


trailer coach is "a vehicle, other 
than a motor vehicle, designed 
for human habitation or oc- 


cupancy 
for 
industrial, 


professional or commercial 
purposes." A similar descrip- 
tion, less the "industrial, 
professional and commercial" 
requirement, defines mobile 
home. Travel trailers are 
described the same as a mobile 
home, but are no more than 40 
feet long and eight feet wide. 


Trailer courts and mobile 


home parks are defined as any 
land with three or more mobile 
homes or travel trailers placed 
on the property. With the ex- 


ception of sales lots, the 
property must be at least two 
acres. 


Mobile homes will be per- 


mitted without a special use 
permit on land zoned upland 
agriculture under the revised 
ordinance. 


The ordinance makes clear 


the planning commission can 
issue use permits "to allow uses 
which it finds compatible with 
the general purpose and good 
development of a respective 
district." 


Zoning Confronts Tehama City News Of 


World 
In Brief

TEHAMA — To have or not to 


have mobile homes in the city. 


That was the hidden question 


put forth last night as Tehama's 
city council asked "is zoning 
really necessary?" 


It is, the board decided. 
Provided it doesn't cost too 


much. 


City attorney Rawlins Coff- 


man said he didn't know how 
much it would cost to zone the 
mini-city, but suggested the 
price would be steep. He ad- 
mitted he had never drawn up a 
city-wide zoning ordinance. 


The attorney told the board it 


would be wise to hire a city 
planner such as James Camp- 
bell, Corning and Red Bluff 
planning consultant, to lay out 
proper zoning, develop or- 
dinances and set up a planning 
commission. 


He was told to return to the 


city council with a price figure. 


However, the board unof- 


ficially turned down what it 
considers over-planning. 


What Tehama wants, ac- 


cording 
to Mayor C. A. 


Stromsness, are three zones: 
agriculture, residential and 
business. 


The agriculture area is 


needed, Stromsness explained, 
so that the few ranchers in the 
area, such as Ed Dutro, can take 
advantage 
of 
agricultural 


preserve opportunities to lower 
their taxes. Without zoning, the 
land can't be placed in the 
preserve status. 


Residential zoning, including 


r e s t r i c t e d 
b u i l d i n g 


specifications, 
would limit 


mobile homes to state approved 
units and possibly set a 
minimum square footage on 
standard homes. There are two 


mobile homes within Tehama's 
corporate limits now and 
several substandard homes. At 
least one residence in the c^y 
has been declared a fire hazard 
and dangerous to its occupants. 


Busine; 
or 
commercial 


zoning v,ould limit the areas in 
which any business could be 
established. There would be 
provisions for concerns already 
established, however. 


The council decided it needed 


mobile homes in the community 
if the city of 320 was to grow. 


However, in the same breath, 


the council also made it known 
that if no one took advantage of 
the land suitable for mobile 
homes, there would be no lost 
sleep. 


If an ordinance zoning the city 


is drawn, it is expected to permit 
state approved mobile homes 
anywhere within the city, 
providing a use permit is issued. 


Genera -ly, a public hearing is 


required before such permission 
is granted and this, according to 
Stromsness, will give neighbors 
an opportunity to express 
themselves. 


A public hearing also will be 


necessary on the zoning or- 
dinance 


An ordinance that is in the 


works would establish formally 
the Tehama Volunteer Fire 
Dept. With the ordinance and 
completion of the city's new 
water system, fire insurance 
rates, recently raised, should 
drop, the mayor said. 


"I'm 
against the raise," 


Tehama's city clerk said after 
she read the salary ordinance 
boosting her wages 25 per cent. 


Carol Steffan, presently paid 


$40 monthly to do the sundry 
items required of a city clerk- 
water 
clerk-mail 
clerk- 


bookkeeper, feels the job is 
worth much more than the $50 
she would receive under the 
proposed salary ordinance. 


On the other hand, she also 


said she felt the raise wasn't 
necessary since she, like the 
council, volunteered her time. 


In any case, she said, the 


money should go to her 
"dpputy" water clerk who 
collects the water bills for the 
city. 


This suggestion, to pay the 


deputy, met with approval and 
the position — at $10 monthly — 
was authorized. 


Mrs. Steffan, however, may 


still receive her unasked-for 
raise. 


Verna Hough, city treasurer, 


also is covered by the ordinance. 
When the ordinance is passed 
next month, the treasurer's 
wages will climb to $20'monthly. 


The 1971-72 tax rate will 


remain ^he ^ame as the 1970-71 
rate — $1 for < ;.ch $100 assessed 
valuation. 


The money is expected to 


raise slightly more than $5,000 
for the city's general fund. The 
$1 on $100 tax is the only city tax. 


New hook-ups to the city's new 


water line will cost residents 
$35, according to the board. 


The question of cost was 


raised by Ed Dutro who said he 
spoke for several residents. He 
indicated the residents for 
whom he spoke felt a hook-up 
charge was out of order. 


The council felt everyone 


should pay for the privilege of 
city water. The water operation 
is paid on a monthly user 
charge. 


The new system is rapidly 


nearing completion and will 
possibly be in service by the end 
of this month. 


United States Says Cong Proposal 
Is Unacceptable In Present Form 


PARIS (AP) — The United 


States said today that the Viet 
Cong 
proposal 
for 
total 


American withdrawal by the 
end of the year in exchange for 
release of all prisoners of war is 
unacceptable in its present 
form. But it said the Viet Cong's 
seven-point peace plan has 
"some new elements" and 
Washington and Saigon want to 
explore the plan further with the 
Communists. 


Ambassador David K. E. 


Bruce proposed to the 120th 
session of the Paris Peace talks 
their session next Thursday be a 
"restricted" one, "free from the 
glare of publicity and without 
the need to make public 
statements except to the degree 
we mutually agree upon " 


Both Bruce and South Viet- 


namese Ambassador Pham 
Dang Lam said a week-long 
analysis of the peace package 
did not show changes in the 
basic Communist demands. But 
Bruce said that if the proposals 


mean Hanoi and the Viet Cong 
are 
ready 
for 
serious 


negotiations, this is welcome 


Bruce said the demands for 


withdrawal of all U S and other 
non-Vietnamese forces by the 
end of the year "are so sweeping 
and categorical in nature that 
we cannot possibly accept your 
arbitrary determination that 
they must be agreed to by us 
without any discussion or 
negotiation upon them." 


Bruce said the Communist 


"offer 
to 'agree 
on 
the 


modalities' of safe withdrawal 
and release of prisoners after a 
date for withdrawal has been 
named is unclear and may be 
merely a variation of your 
previous statement that the 
parties 'will engage at once in 
discussion' on these questions, 
not necessarily committing you 
to the course of action implied 
this point, as well as others you 
have 
presented, 
requires 


clarification. 


"On the prisoners of war issue 


itself," Bruce continued, "we 
note that you do not deal with the 
release 
of those prisoners 


captured by your forces or 
forces under your control in 
Laos and Cambodia. We con- 
tinue to hold you responsible for 
the release of these men and for 
the provision of whatever in- 
formation you have on all of our 
men captured and missing in 
action throughout Indochina." 


Lam countered the Viet Cong 


plan with a call for immediate 
and unconditional release of all 
prisoners of war, establishment 
of a general cease-fire "and a 
timetable for the withdrawal of 
all 
the 
external 
forces," 


meaning North Vietnamese in 
South Vietnam as well as the 
Americans and other foreign 
troops fighting on Saigon's side. 


The 
South Vietnamese 


delegate told the Viet Cong's 
Mrs. Nguyen Thi Binh her peace 
plan was "faulty because of its 
ambiguity on what you would be 
prepared to do." 


NEW VIET DRIVE 


SAIGON (AP) — Forty U. S. 


helicopters landed 1,500 South 
Vietnamese troops in the 
Parrot's Beak section of eastern 
Cambodia today for a new 
pincer drive against North 
Vietnamese forces and bases. 


The troops were put down in a 


light rain six to nine miles inside 
Cambodia. They met no op- 
position initially. 


STRATEGIC ARMS TALKS 


HELSINKI (AP) — The fifth 


round of the strategic arms 
limitation talks — SALT — 
between the Soviet Union and 
the United Stat^. got off to a 
good start today, 
conference 


sources reported. 


They said the opening session 


at the Soviet Embassy indicated 
"strong, positive agreement to 
get ahead" and that both sides 
"seeemed anxious to make 
progress on the basis of the May 
20 announcement by both 
governments."

educate," The 9th U.S. Circuit 
Court of Appeals said Wed- 
nesday. 


"This is not a question of 


preference for or against certain 
male hairstyles or the length to 
which persons desire to wear 
their hair. This court couldn't 
care less." 


The court 
responded to 


student 
challenges against 


Eastside Union High School 
District in San Jose and the 
Saddleback 
Junior College 


District in Orange County, on 
grounds of violation of the Civil 
Rights 
Act and 
the 14th 


Amendment. 


The court said it was satisfied 


that the school authorities in- 
volved 
"acted 
with con- 


sideration for the rights" of 


their students and with regard to 
educational processes. 


The court's decision overruled 


a 
preliminary 
injunction 


granted to a San Jose high 
school student by U.S. District 
Court Judge Robert Peckham 
and upheld the rulings of two 
other district judges. 


Judge George B. Harris had 


ruled that the athletic director 
at Redwood High School in 
Marin County could require 
track athletes to cut their hair 
for competition. 


Judge Lloyd H. Burke said 


student hair cases do not belong 
in a federal court in ruling 
against a long-haired boy at El 
Camino High School in South 
San Francisco. 


Burke cited a ruling by 


Michigan U.S. District Court 
Judge Stephen J. Roth which 
stated:

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•It's Far From Simple 


Arguments are voiced with great conviction these days that 


anyone without a job and a source of income should take any work 
available, no matter how low the pay, and that there should be no 
minimum wage, which, its opponents argue, stands in the way of 
jobs for teen-agers. But, not everybody is convinced. In particular, 
organized labor is not convinced. 


And if you really try to think it through instead of just grabbing 


a self-serving argument and hanging on, it's apparent that the 
problem is far from simple. In fact, it's likely to appear hopeless. 
There must be an answer some place, though. It must be something 
other than either a rigid wage floor, or a totally unregulated job 
market. It ought to make provision for learners and handicapped 
persons. It ought to rise and fall with the economy. It ought to offer 
protection to competent and conscientious workers against being 
supplanted by eager younger workers with fewer obligations and 
able to work for less. 


There is no getting away from the fact, either, that if any large 


number of workers take any job that is offered in times when work 
is scarce, wages will continue to fall, not only causing hardship to 
the workers and their families, but also curtailing the amount of 
money that flows back into the local business world. 


The ideal situation for any one employer, of course, would be a 


chance to hire workers at low wages while all other employers are 
paying high wages to keep the dollars rolling. But it doesn't work 
out that way — not for long, at least. 


It may well be that the staunch old accepted attitude that 


anyone out of work should take anything available is really not best 
for everyone concerned. In addition to the immediate lowering of 
purchasing power, it could well result in slowing conversion from 
manpower to machines, and thus cut total production and total 
wealth. 


Of course, though, persons out of work cannot hold out for long 


unless they receive some form of assistance. That brings up the 
question of welfare, and any mention of giving government 
assistance to anyone who has refused a job makes a lot of people 
see red. Considering that part of their earnings goes to support the 
fellow who is producing nothing for his living, and, perhaps, that of 
his very large family, it is not hard to understand why. That brings 
us full circle. 


We are not proposing a solution. It seems evident that no one 


has the solution yet. We are only saying as we said at the beginning, 
it is far from simple.

Wonder where the money 


went? You shouldn't. While 
every family has a favorite way 
to spend, lose or waste its in- 
come, three disposal methods 
are common to all: inflation, 
rising living standards and 
taxes. 


To some extent this is quite 


obvious. But it is also a gray 
area, maybe purposely so 
because of the pain involved 
with 
recognition. It 
isn't 


pleasant to look back, but it is 
instructive. 


Face it, since 1955 more than 


30 cents has been clipped from 
the dollar. 


Inflation is not, however, a 


modern invention, even though 
it is now being perfected. Bet- 
ween 1909 and 1919 the value of 


Evidence of lagging en- 


thusiasm 
among 
ordinary 


Americans comes from various 
compass points today: Retail 
sales are off, consumers are 
"buying down" to lower priced 
goods, resorts are less than full. 


The savings rate remains 


higher than normal and the use 
of credit lower than average, 
suggesting a conservative if not 
wary 
view 
of 
economic 


prospects. 


There is no doubt about the 


causes of reduced spending, 
which are listed in the govern- 
ment's "Survey of Current 
Business" as "growing concern 
over inflation, unemployment 
and the general state of the 
economy." 


Such an explanation is un- 


derstandable. But does it apply 


the dollar actually was cut in 
half, which left it only twice as 
big as today's bill. 


Many shoppers are acutely 


aware of price changes, to which 
any supermarket will attest. 
They know when prices are 
rising but, curiously, they at- 
tempt to buy the same goods on 
the same budget. When the 
budget snaps under the strain, 
the shock is terrible. 


It is simply impossible to live 


in today's style on yesterday's 
income, because the gap bet- 
ween them widens from each 
direction. Not only does the 
dollar grow smaller but desires 
grow larger. 


Before reaching one economic 


level the assault on the next one 
begins: one car, two cars, three 
cars, a boat, a bigger house, a 
vacation home. And at the 


dinner table: filet mignon in- 
stead of hamburger, lobster 
rather than mackerel. 


It is the automobile, however, 


that is the symbol of rising 
aspirations. Barely able to meet 
other bills, Americans insist on 
a fine car. 


There is growing evidence, 


however, that many Americans 
are getting tired of stuffing their 
paychecks in their gas tanks. 
Consumers are demanding 
smaller 
cars. 
Imports of 


compacts are soaring, even 
though Detroit, belatedly, has 
produced its own models. 


And consumer pollsters detect 


a tendency for some owners to 
delay purchases. Is a $4,500 -car 
needed every three years? Or 
would a $3,400-car every four 
years do: The savings would be 
$10,000 in 15 years. 


The auto companies point out, 


correctly, that this might result 
in higher repair costs, but 
budget advisers will tell you that 
maintenance often can be 
lowered by better driving and 
better care. Ironically, millions 
of Americans, after sacrificing 
to buy their cars, then abuse 
them. 


But the car, it must be con- 


ceded, gives great pleasure to 
millions of Americans. It also 
provides many of them with 
higher incomes. Can the same 
be said for taxes? 


In the years between 1956 and 


1970, says the Tax Foundation, 
the total of federal, state, and 
local tax collections increased 
181 per cent. 


That's where the money goes. 


No mystery.

to the stock market too, or are 
small investors getting out of the 
market for other reasons? 


For nearly a year now, odd-lot 


sales — meaning transactions of 
less than 100 shares — have been 
consistently higher than pur- 
chases. Week after week the 
selling has gone on, even when 
the market was rising. 


The standard explanation has 


been that the little guys are 
selling shares to buy mutual 
funds. And the statistics seemed 
to verify this. Mutual fund 
purchases were way up. 


Now that interpretation is 


suspect. At the time the small 
investor began selling in ear- 
nest, his redemptions of mutual 
fund shares also began to rise 
and threaten to overtake pur- 


chases. 
In May it happened. For the 


first time in mutual fund 
history, sales exceeded pur- 
chases, and by $121.5 million. 
Investors cashed in $428.2 
million of fund shares. They 
bought $306.7 million. 


The industry was shocked, 


although it had an idea that a 
day of reckoning was ap- 
proaching. The entire market, in 
fact, was shocked by the news 
and still is mulling over the 
meaning. 


The question for stock market 


watchers to answer now is this: 
Are small investors turning 
conservative for the same 
reasons that they 
remain 


reluctant buyers of other goods 
and services? Or are other 
factors involved? 


A survey might supply an 


instructive answer. For the time 
being, the suspicion exists that 
those "other factors" are there. 


The small investor is different 


today — better informed and 
more critical. 


He has listened to years of 


publicity and promotions about 
funds and stocks and he detects 
a wide gap between promise and 
payoff. 


He also has seen how tawdry 


are some of the practices in the 
marketplace. And he has also 
observed that, with institutions 
doing 60 and 70 per cent of the 
trading, he can get trampled. 


The 1960s were years of 


tremendous growth for both the 
market and mutual funds. Those 
days may have disappeared. 


State Department Reorganization

The State Department has 


announced a reorganization it 
says will lead the nation out of 
the 
country-store 
era 
of 


diplomacy and reform a foreign- 
service corps criticized for 
making conformity a virtue. 


The main design of the 


program, according to Deputy 
Undersecretary of State William 
B. Macomber. is to centralize 
responsibility at, the higher 
levels and turn policy-making 
into a systematic operation. 


"This effort is needed at this 


time," Macomber said Tuesday. 
"Since World War II there has 
been enormous change in the 
scope ... of diplomacy and it is 
tough for foreign-service of- 
ficers to adjust." 


The reorganization amounts 


at the higher level to several 
changes in titles—including 
elevating Undersecretary of 
State John Irwin to deputy 


s e c r e t a r y — a n d 
a 


rearrangement 
of 
respon- 


sibilities among the assistant 
secretaries. 


Changing the title of the 


department's 
No. 2 man, 


Macomber said, emphasizes 
that Irwin "is now a real chief of 
staff." the secretary's "alter 
ego" in day-to-day charge of 
American foreign policy in and 
out of the department. 


Macomber said reform in the 


foreign-service-officer per- 
sonnel policy may be the most 
important long-run result of the 
reorganization. The idea, he 
said, is to "get better people — 
more specialists under a better 
promotion system." 


Under the old foreign-service- 


officer program—likened by 
some department officials to a 
guillotine approach—career 
diplomats were selected on the 
basis of a tough competitive 
examination stressing general 
knowledge.

Some of these 
drugs are even given for a 
long period of time to young 
people with positive tubercu- 
lin tests to prevent any pos- 
sibility of an outcropping of 
TB.

the prevention of TB. I say 
"perfect"

NEW YORK (AP) — The 


Baseball Hall of Fame was 
hesitant at first about admitting 
Leroy "Satchel" Paige, the 
hesitation-pitch star of the 
Negro baseball leagues, into its 
regular section at Cooperstown, 
N.Y. 


But an announcement Wed- 


nesday by Baseball Com- 
missioner Bowie Kuhn and Paul 
Kerry, president of the Hall of 
Fame, said that Paige — and 
other black stars of the pre-1947 
era — would be given full 
membership in the main Hall of 
Fame rather than in a separate 
area. 


Earlier this year, the Hall 


announced that a separate area 
of its museum would be set aside 
for players of the old Negro 
leagues. Paige was the first 
player so honored. 


The selection of the slender, 


popular righthander was hailed, 
but the fact that he was going to 
be placed in a separate area 
drew large criticism. Paige, 


however, was not upset. "I don't 
feel segregated," he said. 


Following the announcement 


of the rule change, he com- 
mented: "I guess they finally 
found out I was really worthy. I 
appreciate it to the highest." 


Paige pointed out: "you're 


supposed to be in the majors 10 
years to get in the Hall of Fame 
I barnstormed with the top 
players in the American and 
National Leagues. I guess 
they're putting that together 
with five years in the majors. 
That would make it 25 or 30 
years." 


Paige will be officially in- 


ducted into the Hall of Fame 
Aug. 9. Others to be inducted 
that day will be outfielders 
Harry Hooper and Chick Hafey, 
infielders Davey Bancroft, Joe 
Kelley and Jake Beckley, pit- 
cher Rube Marquard, and 
George Weiss, former general 
manager of the New York 
Yankees and Mets.

Crime Insurance 
By The Government 


WASHINGTON (AP) - The 


government will begin un- 
derwriting crime insurance on 
Aug. l for homes and businesses 
in 11 states and the District of 
Columbia. 


The Department of Housing 


and Urban Development said 
the areas were selected for the 
program, authorized last year 
by Congress, because they have 
"a 
critical 
problem 
of 


availability of crime insurance 
at an affordable rate." 


The scheme calls for federally 


subsidized burglary and robbery 
insurance to be sold through 
private agents up to a maximum 
of $15,000 for businesses and 


$5,000 for residences. 


Home owners and renters 


would pay premiums of $80 to 
$100 per year, depending on the 
locality. 
Premiums 
for 


businesses would be based on 
crime rate, gross receipts and 
type of firm. 


The 11 states in which the 


insurance will be available are 
California, Connecticut, Illinois, 
Maryland, 
Massachusetts, 


Michigan, Missouri, New York, 
Ohio, Pennsylvania, and Rhode 
Island. 


To be eligible, residences and 


businesses would have to use 
certain federally prescribed 
crime protection devices.

Under gentle pressure from 
Gov Reagan, a lumber com- 
pany has halted for now its plans 
to start cutting all the trees from 
147,000 acres bordering Red- 
wood National Park. 


The State Board of Forestry's 


approval June 30 of a waiver of 
forestry rules to start the 
"clear-cut" over a 30-year 
period brought anguished cries 
from conservationists and ac- 
tion by Reagan 


The governor dispatched his 


resources secretary Norman 
Livermore, a former lumber 
company executive, to discuss 
the controversial project with 
the timber company. 


On Wednesday, Reagan said: 


"I am pleased to announce that, 
following conversations between 
the Simpson Timber Co. and 


Resources Secretary Liver- 
more, the company has agreed 
to withdraw its permit ap- 
plication for clear-cutting. . " 


The Simpson acreage — half 


redwood, half Douglas fir — is 
adjacent to the 58,000-acre 
Redwood 
National 
Park, 


created in 1968 on the foggy 
Northern California 
coast. 


Simpson timberland includes 
about 10,000 acres of virgin 
forest, including 1,000 acres of 
towering redwoods, the world's 
tallest living species. 


The Seattle-based firm, which 


owns about 500,000 acres of 
timberland 
in 
California, 


Washington and Oregon, has 
begun work on a revised 
proposal to present to the board. 


At the same time it will seek to 


persuade irate conservationists 
— such as the Sierra Club—that 
its plan for clear-cutting areas
